—"A lasting and durable peace is as- 
sured by the allied victories which are 
making the Teutons only stand a 
defensive," Premier Briand declared 
today in reviewing before the Chamber 
of Deputies that more power has been 
gained since the last session—"the in- 
tervention of'Roumania and Italy's 
declaration of war against Germany 
has completed the solidarity of the ac- 
tion of the allies against the Teu- 
tons." The allies are invading Greece 
merely to protect their expedition 
corps and for 
the 
conservation of 


Greece itself. 


London,

Press)—Military leaders of the Cen- 
tral powers are planning a strong 
Balkan offensive according to dispat- 
ches received here today. 
The plan 


which was formulated at the Kaiser's 
war convention in Berlin today wil 
favor the sending of 2,000 Germans 
and 1,000 Austrians tothe southeast 
front. 


The German press bureau has an 


nounced that the Germans are plan 
ning an offensive along Macedonia, 
and are ready to attack Serbian and 
Italian forces. It had become known 
that the British have withdrawn from 
their position along the Struma river 
after heavy casualties. 
The British 


are making progress toward Ginchy 
forcing the Germans to retreat, ac- 
cording to allied advices.

nwnt in control of the Liberals. The 
contest, which has dragged along for 
more than a year, has been, in the 
language of Premier Bowser himself

At the present time the Conserva-
